the Israeli -occupied territories in 
order to contribute towards 
su roo i t^ the steadfastness of the 
Palestmian people living there. 
The participants undertook to talk 
European countries into making 
similar moves. 

The recommendation also 
reaffirmed a previous resolution 
by tbe federation aimed at 
bringing about mechanisms to be 
instrumental in promotingexports 
from the West Bank a^ Gaza 
Stip. In this regard, tbe meeting 
undertook to set up a centre for 
mariceting te produce of the.- 
occupied territories. Tbe centre, 
to be based in Amman, wflJ be 
under tbe supervision of the joint 
Joidanian-Puestinian committee 
for support!^ the steadfasmess of 
tbe Priestinian people'. 

On the scope of cooperation 
between Arab countries and 
foreign states within tbe 
framework of joint Arab 
international chambers of 
'coauneioe, a recommendation 
called for mitiating talks with 
officials from Spam, nanarigj 
Kenya, Pakistan, Bangladesh, 
MaJayria and Indonesia towards 


setting up joint chambers of 
commerce. 

On the existing joint chambers 
of commerce with Ireland, 
Australia and West Germany, the 
■meeting recommended 
readjustment and priority 
lealignmeotwito a view to further 
enhance the activities being 
undenaken by te chambers in 
question.

PARIS (R) — fVance, respondiog to an appeal by 
President Hissene Habre of Chad, has parachuted' 
several tonnes of supplies to beleaguered forces 
fighting Libyan armoui^ columns in the north of 
the divided country. 


A Frendi Defence Mkistiy 
coaummique said food, muniticnis 
and fuel were dropped Tuesday 
nightfrom two tran^rt planes in 
an exKeptiooal operation aimed at 
akl^ inhabitants of the Ubesti 
region direcdy threatened widi 
famine and reprisals by the 
Libyans driving fom the oordi. 

‘'France once.again condemns

U.S. standing in JMideast 
*nose dived’ after Iran deal

WASHINGTON - Secret 
American arms shipments, 
designed to cuiiy favour witii the 
mullahs of Iran, have had an 
unintended effect: U3. standing 
in the Middle East, not hi^ to 
b^in with, has taken a nose dive. 

According to a number of Arab 
diplomats and otiier Middle East 
spedaUsts, U3. standing in the 
legioa has unquestionably been 
damaged.

Many Arab states have no 
quarrel with stated UJS. goal in 
Iran: to seek contacts with 
moderate demits, and to secure 
the release of American hostages 
held.by pro-Iianian dements, 


a number of Arab observers ssy 
the initiative was ineptly handled. 
And they are incensed that the 
U3. used weapons as bargaining 
chips. 

“No one questions the right of

JMC to offer refresher 
courses for doctors

AMMAN — R>r tire first tnne in 
Jordan, lefietirer courses wiD be 
offered tire Jordan Medical; 
Council (^C) to doctors who' 
failed to pass tire JMC oxam, 
acooidmg to Mmister of H^dtii 
and prerideot of the JMC Zaid 
fXa^Dzch. 

Dr. Hamzeh said that the 

courses, rriikfa win differ in lengtii 

and qualiiy, w3Q start in tire first 
montn of 1987. In an mterviertr 
with, the Jordan Times, he mid. 
tiiat tire piogranmre indiide 
lectnies, seminais, workshops, 
and intensive courses given by 
ihi^ily-r^talile doctors. 

The minister added that a new 
section in the JMC was establitiied 
to QIganiSB the P^ngramma anrf to 
prma re detail^ schedules. He 
said that not only doctors who 
failed -the' JMC exam may 
participate in tiiis fnogiamme, but 
also doctors who wish to cefiiesh 
their metfiod knowledge. 

Once V. twice a year 

Dr. Hamzeh explained that 
there are.two exams a y^ which 
doctors can take, but believes that 
it shniiM be only once a year. 

' 'Because tire low percentage of 
success and because one of the 
main objectives of the JMC is to 
train peofde io the process -of 
continued medical education, we 
ate considering to reduce the 
exam to be held only race a year 
ratirer than twice. It is a waste of 
time fra tire doctors to take exams 
twice- a year. Whereas, if it were 
ODoe a year, doctors are able to 
achieve tiiis objective,” Dr. 
Hamzrii 

Faflures and re-sits 

The minister also believes that 
there should be a fimit for those 
vriio repeatedly take exams 
because of repeated failures. He 



TftiH HftiiiwA 

said: “Doctors should just be 
two or three chances to pass, 
uise there axe a number of 
doctors vtiio sit the exam severed 
times.” He went on to say tiiat 
each examinee who has 
previously fafled pays JD 20 for 
each exam, and that sometimes 
tire JMC is reqnixed to bring 
examiners from abroad. 
“Examiners come to Jordan on 
our (JMC) expense —and it costs 
quite a sum — even if there are 
only two doctors being emminfed. 

And tb<y may fail agam and a gain 

So a Bmit to tire exams retaken 
could be a reasonable solution,” 
the minis ter stated. 

. There are two types of JMC 
exams, said tire minister; ooe for 
only nevriy-graduated doctors 
who studied outside Jordan. They 
must pass this exam in order to 
receive their licences to practice 
medicme in Jordan. The otiier 
JMC exam is for specialised 
doctors who must pass if they ar^ 
to earn tiieir titles as ^edaiists 
and to practice their prof essions in 
government institutions. He 
pointed out that 30 different 
qredalised exams were given this 
^ar. 

There are JMC exams being 
taken presently; and 27 per cent^ 
the doctors who were eranwned 
last November had failed, 
aoooiding to Di. Anwar Bitireisi a 
member of the coundL

The project, vriikfa is withm tire 
JVA's five-year plan, entails 
n^lacmg open canals, presentty 
u^ to irrigate 57,000 dunums, 
witii p^ networks and laying 
additiona] p^e networks to 
irrigate a furmer 6,000 dunums of 
land in the central Jordan Vall^ 
legira. 

The project is aimed at saving 
substantial anreimts oi water 
which are lost through 
evaporation in tbe open canal 
tyst^. Aocoiding to a JVA 
spokesman, an estimated 20 
milBnn cubic metres of water is 
lost through evaporation 
annually. He said that tire new 
netwom wSl bring in water from 
tbe Yaimouk and Zaiqa Rivers 
and fiom tire King Talal Reservoir 
to feed lands lyi^ between Wadi 
Rajif) in die norfh and tire Masri 
junctira in the soutii. 

The project, vriiicfa is expected 
to take tiiree yrais to oonqilete, 
also entails buudnig foOT pumping 
stations to be buQt along the East 
Ghor Canal, laying 2.27 
kilometres of pqres to bring water 
to the valley fiom the Zaiqa and 
Yarmook Rivers and the King

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Shultz states the obvious 

VS. Secretary of State Geo^ Shultz stated die obvious wbea he 
disposed in a TV interview broadcast Monday that a weakened Irm 
might be wflEng to negotate with Iraq an end to tbeir Gulf war. Mr, 
Shultz based his statement on the fact that Iran was the prindpd 
recalcitrant paity in the search for a peaceful end to the amffict. 

Many senile men here md around the world have been saying 
essentially the same riimg ever smce the war began six years ago, but 
others were oot listening or (fid not want to listen to the voice of reason. 
Jordan in particular has mamtaiDed that any country which provided 
arms to 1i^ in its war of a^resskm against Iraq would in effect be 
family the flames of war and to the dehinient of both Iran and Iraq. 
This we did without advocatiDg a winner or loser situation to ensue 
fh)m that war and without con^romisiiig the moral authority and 
territorial int^rity (^ one coun^ or the other. The basic mess ^ 
reon^ that of stoppk^ arms shipments to recalcitrant Iran in on^ 
to fmd a swift end to the bloodshed whidi has not broi^t eitho: pa^ 
any nearer to htdting the imtold toil in terms of lives and material 
costs. 

There are numerous precedents whkh pobt to the effective policy 
of slqipng arms rfi ymen ts as a means to sh^ beOberents tkwm 
increasn^ their war efforts. We have seen it done in our r^hm where 
arms sh^nieots were often used as something like a lea^ to control 
militaiy clients. Any mflitaiy eaqieft would readfly accept the diegs 
that stoppin g arms and ammunhioa from reaching warring countries 
would constitute an eftecdve way of haltmg the ^loot"^. Therefore 
the question which is most popteung to us in this context is why the 
world has allowed the flow of arms to Iran to contmue when such 
countries knew or Inve known fliat Inm rq}ects even an 

armistice in order to n^tiate an end to the blooily fighting. Would it 
not stand to reason that any country whidi keqis scndiiQ weapons to 
Iran under the circumstances would in effect be an accomplice in the 
conthraation ofdeatii and destruction? Blow many more tfw»ganrf< of 
mnocent Iranians and Iraqis must die before the world wakes iqi from' 
their u^tmare mid put an end to the war? 

We in die Arab World have generally' viewed the suf^Uers of 
weapons as guDty as Iran in this infamous prolongatioa of fiitile 
war. That's why we have been shodked to know that the U.S., of all 
countries, has been caught redhanded in the greatest com|didties of 
aU tiuteslty send ii^aitos and mSftafy spare parts covertly to Iran. A 
IS truly an ironic twist to the Irai^te al^ir to bear Secretory of State 
Shultz advocating keepii^ Iran mflitarfly wetoc when Presklait 
Recgan md his most inner advisers and members of the-National 
SeciuityCouncilhavebeencaii^tadvocatiQg^exacdytiieoppo^^At; ■ 
least the effectand cousequoices of tbeir applied politics vis-a-vis Iran 
would point exactly to the opposite direction. At best this is a case of 
the left hand of the U.S. govenunent not knowh^ what its i^t hand 
is doii^. At worst. It is a dai^rous lack of coherence and direction in 
U.S. foreigD policy, which could lead the worid further into 
uncertainty and co^rwitatiQU. 

ARABIC PRESS EDITORIALS 
Al Rai: Setting the example 

THE past five days witnessed talks between Jordan and Iraq in 
Baghdad designed to bolster their economic and trade relations. The 
talks and the agreements resulting from ±em come as a sharp 
contrast with the lack of joint Arab action and unity of Arab ^forts at 
aJI levels. The joint comminee which has l^n working for 
coofdination of trade and economic relations has succeeded in 
pioraotiag Jordanian-Iraqi cooperatioa which stands out as an 
example to be copied by other Arab states. The minutes of the 
committee meetinp sign^ by Prime Minister ^id Rifai and Iraqi 
Deputy Prime Minister Taha Yassin Ramadan reflect the Iraqi and 
Jordanian keenness on pursuing all efforts that lead to enhancing 
bfiateial ccwperaiion in all fields and safeguarding the interests of the 
Jordanian and Iraq i people. The two sides have agreed on raising the 
value of goods exchanged between them to S800 million in 1987 and 
also decked to diversSy the types of products they exchange with a 
view to meeting the needsof the two peoples. This agreement reflects 
dearly the determination of the leaderships in toth countries to 
maintain the momentum of their bilateral cooperation and to expand 
the scope of foeir trade and their economic ties as far as possible. This 
successful relationship constimtes a nucleus for an overall economic 
integration between Arab countries and an inevitable step in all 
national Arab efforts leading to unity or future joint action in the 
economic and political fields. 

Al Dustour: A step towards unity 

PRIME Minister Zaid RifaTs talks in Bagdad and the meetings of 
the Jordanian-Iraqi h^er joint comminee oonstinite another 
important step towards finn relations between Iraq and Jordan and a 
furtiier stage in enhancing bilateral ' cooperation m economic 
fields. In reviewing tiie outcome of the Baghdad meetm^ one can 
realise that the two sides have achieved a great deal in tb& drive to 
promote trade and economic cooperatioa and coordination between 
them. The minutes of tiie meeting reveal that the two sides agreed on 
expanding trade and economic ocx)peratioa to include additionai 
gwdsexaiaiteed between them and to increase the volume of trade, 
Sioce tiieir &t agreement on launchii^ economic cooperation 
s^ed in 1980, the two sides q»red no moment, but worked hard 
and diligently towards t ranslating the slogans into reality and 
succeeded in realising a great measure of coordination and 
cooperation in economic, trade and taphnipaii fields. Iraq and Jordan 
have actually worked towards economic integration in a spirit of. 
mutual and brotherly cooperatimi and for this reason th^ have gone 
A loitg way towards achieving real progress and deveioping their 
national economies. Their oooidinatioa serves as a model for other 
Arab countries. 

Sawt Al Sliaab: A model to be copied 

WITH the cooduaon of Joidanian-Iiaqi tmtcg in Rag^iriaH another st^ has 
been covered in cementmKrelations between the two countries an pro- 
moting future cooperation. The talks guided by dixeaives horn King Hussein 
and Pierident Saddam Hussein resulted in funheragreementbetweD the two 
sides on develcning trade and econoimc relations. Prime Minister yaM Bifai 
who conduded taJb widi the Iraqi side stressed the two countries det- 
ermination to mainiam joint efforts that can safeguard higher Arab intexests. 
Needless to say that agreement reac^ in Bi^idad will stieagdieQ bilateral 
ooqrezatioD in trade and ecoaomie &lds and de^>en tbebro^dy ties 
betwem die Joidanra and Izaqipeo^to. The toUcsin Baghdad teiqg another 
ray of hope for die Arab masses and form one more step in Jordan’s drive to 
adiieve total solidarity between Arab countries.

The logic behind Irangate’s iilogicai connections 


THE so-called “trangate” scandal in Washingtoa shows how 
iutBioomiected U.S. d4>loiiiacy is widi so many- different worid 
issues, la the daysof Ridiaid NboHi it was called **linkage.” link^ 
meant that if one issue was being negotiated between the U.S. 
the Soviets, other issues, say, for exar^e, in the Middle East could 
be brought into the negotiating game. 

ConsSer the following links^ of Iiangate: 

__ 'phe arms deal between the U.S. and Ion is linked to the 
Iian-Iraq war. 

— The US. openn^ to Iran was linked to fireeing U.S. hosti^es m 
L^anon, hnice a linkage to the L^tonon crisis. 

_ Israel was involved in the aims deal, hence a linkage to U.S. 
policy tow^s Israel. 

—The U.S.. through the opening to Iran, is secretly supporting a 
rapprochement between Saudi Arabia and Iran, heuM a Ifok age to 
the global oil situation (Saudi Axabia and Iran play the key roles in 
OPEQ. 

—The money paid by Iran for tire arms went in part to finance the 
U.S.-ba(ked contras fighting the Sandinista government of 
Nicaragua. 

— Some of the naoiney reportedly also went to finance tiie AJ^ghati 
Mujabkfin fitting the Senriets and the forces of Jonas Savunbt 
figiiting the Soviet-backed Angolan govemmenL 

These complicated sdemes have to be seen in the context of the 
broader ^obai politics of the Reagan government. During tbe 
summit taiicg in Reikjavik, Reagan made some far-reaching 
ptoposdsto Goibachev for nuclear arms control. Many of America's 
alBes in Western Europe fear that Washington may actually be 


g rilling (g witiidzaw the U.S. “nuclear umbrella'' over Western 
Europe. Such moves for peace riiift the Reagan government to tiie 
left. R^tists would be outit^ed if tiiey were not oalanced by other 
moves to tiie Hght. So as relations between the U.S. and the Soviet 
Union improved, the Reagan govenunent devised this elaborate 
sdieme to further conservative, rigjitwing interests in the worid. R 
the scheme had succeeded, the following results might have been 
adiieved: 

— Iran either under or after Kbomeini would have shifted back to 
a piD-U^. position as under the shah. 

— The new Saudi-Iian-U.S. link would lead to a rapid ending of 
the Iran-Iiaq war. 

— Iran’s influence would rise in Lebanon because of the Shi’ite 
oonneetkm. 

— Israel would be satisfied because the new line-up in Lebanon 
would anti-Palestinian. 

— A newly powerful OPEC would push up worid oil pri<^, 
thereby rescuing the troubled American ofl industry and stabilising 
the world economy. 

— The contras would eventually be able to overthrow the 
Saodinistas. 

Two key officials of the Reagan government have already been 
dismissed. R^twingeis are angry because the two men dismissed 
were close to tbe oUmdustry and vehemently anti-Communist But 
leftwingets are angry because of signs that the Reagan 
government might be considexing an attack on Nicaragi^ And as the 
grand scheme begins to fall apart, -U.S.-Soviet relations are at a 
standstiiL Reagan even announced he would deliberately violate the

the political directiOTSofraudiof the rest of tee worid. But if the U.S. 

moves toward better relations witii the Soviet Union, tten this migt 
be balanced by forceful anti-Soviet moves dsewhere in the worid. 
Cooperation witii the Soviets must be balanced with rivalry wth 
them. A positive move must be balanced with a negative move so that 
the end result is zero, a peif^ balance. Or, as conservatives like to 
say, a balance of power must be maintained. 

. So if the piomising developments at the Iceland summit had 
egntinued, we would have expected an American move again^ 
Nicaragua. And if the U-S rapprrx;hement with Iran bad coQtmued. 
then we could have expected an even stronger pco-Israeli and 
anti-Palestinian fine by Washington. 

But if "Ira^te” now undennines these schemes, then tbe 
evolution of better U.S.-Soviet relations wSl slow down. But the 
possibility of an American move against Nicaragua may diminish as 
well 

We can get some idea of how this Reagan grand scheme is working 
by the resnts of December’s OPEC oonierence. If strong ^eement 
is reached to bring oil prices up again to S18 a barrel, then it wHl be 
of close Saudi-lraDian oooperatioo backed by die Reagan 
governnKut. S o3 prices, however, continue to fluctuate or go 
further down, then that will be a sign that Irangate has badly 
daror^d tbe strategies of the new grand scheme. 

The Soviets are cuirently watching carefully and quietly to see how 
Irangate turns out. They know a great deal is at stake. 


Palestinians outsmart Israeli Judaisation policies

COUNTERING the threat of 
Israeli land expiopriatioa, Ar^ 
villages on the West Bank have 
undertaken their own fonn of 
wildcat settlement by breaking out 
of theirtxaditional compact mould 
and spreading over as mudi land 
as pos^le. 

The new development pattern, 
«1ucfa in the past IS y^rs has 
replaced the pastoral nature of 
much of the ia^ scape in tbe heart 
of die country with a formless 
uriian ^rawl, is cited by three 
senior geographeis in a major 
study pifoU^ed by the Jerusalem 
Institute for Israel Studies. 

. The report by Israel Kimhi, 
Shalom Reidmian and Joseph 
Schweid focuses on tbe Jerusalem 
metropolitan region which, 
according to their definition, 
encon^iasses more than half tiie 
West Bank-. In this study regioa of 
3,600 square kflometres, the 
buflt-iq> area inchrased by 119 per 
cent between 1967 and 1934, in 
some areas twice as fast as tii^ 
iiuaeasrin population. 


Much of tills development 
along existing roads creating 
unsi^tiy rfoboo development.

In west RamaUah and 
elsewhere, entire ghost 
neighbouzfaoG^ have been built 
in a concentrated effort to fill in 


open space that might invite 
Israeli settlements — die houses 
standing empty after oompletkxi. 
Generally, oowever. the new 
houses are occupied by young 
couples. 

Mudi of the financing for this 
buildia^ comes from a joint 
Jordanian-PLO committee in 
Amman promoting S'umiid 
(steadfastness), the Arabic word 
signalling a deteimmation oot to 
be mov^ from tiie land. Arab, 
resideats cross to Jordan where 
upon riiowing a peimit obtained 
from Israeli authorities in the 
West Bank or East Jerusalem, 
they are granted funds for 
budding. Abiding to Kimhi, this 
sum is now 8,000 dinars, alrout 
S20.000 — almost enough to pay 
for the entire house in an area 
where bunding costs are about 
S150 per square metre. 

This pre-emptive activity also 
takes the fonn of intensive 
agricultural development, 
including the revival of andent 
agricultural terraces, in areas 
where Israeli development is 
feared. A notable exan^le is tbe 


with the Arabs of Hebron, and 
some of the new oei^bouriioods 
in and around JerusaiCT built on 
land which Arabs migbt have 
setiied. Politics aside, tbe Jewish 
settlements often brought 
practical benefits to their Arab 
nei^bouts in the form of water 
lines and electricity, die report 
notes. 

Based on a two-year study, the 
report nriainiams that the fabric of 
Ar^ society on tiie West Bank 
has remained generally intact 
under two decades of Israeli 
occupation (ieqrite the conveisiOQ 
of much of its rural population 
from farmers to commuting 
labourers, the creation of a 
network of Arab institutions of 
hkher learning, the new patterns 
or rural development and 
intensive Jewish settlement. 

Tbe study tiiows the rural Arab 
generally ipmainiag in his village 
even when he has ^randoned 
agtkultiire for woric in Israel 
where about one third of die 
working population finds

agriculturai workeis has 'declined 
by about a third since 1970 to 
some ^ J)00, increased efficient 
has kept agriculture as the main 

K ’ ictive sector in the West 
economy, accounting for 
more than a third of local 
production. Industry has 
remained a minor economic 
factor. Helming from 10 per cent 
of West Bank production in 1970 
to seven percent in 1982. 

Altiioi^b salaries in Israel were 
74 per cent hi^er than salaries in 
tiie West Bank in 1970, the 
difference is cow less than 15 per 
cent. 

The report suggests that while 
traditional patterns have generally 
beld.far-ieaching changes may be 
in tiie offing. Where young 
couple used tolive in tbe parents 
homestead together with other 
members ctf the extended family, 
they are now liviag in their own 
houses. This is a reflection of the 
•greater economic indqieadence 
grant^ to young wage earners no 
looger working on the family 
agricultural plot. 

Women have also begun to take 
up non-agricuitural work in 
iadustry and services, a marked 
hnp-alc ftnm. the, ^ raf^^tional Aiah 
pattern. The birth rate has 
remained very high but the 
researchers believe that a 
downward change may now be 
setting m, although slowly. 

PeAaps the most striking 
element of modernity is the 
development of institutions of 
h^er education. Ejj^t have been 
es^U^hed on tiie West Bank, 
smce 1967 at Arab injtiatives, six 
of them in the study area. 

Aldiough many graduates of 
these institutions ni past years 
emigrated to Arab countries in 


order to find suitable 
enqslctymeat, the oil crisis and job 
cutback abroad have changed 
this pattern. “In a paradcmcal 
vray says the report, * * Israeli ntie 
hasshaz^ned Palestinian identity 
through institutions of h^er 
learning tiiat give expression to 
nationalist identity and constitute 
a vehi^ for devefoping a social 
and political elite." 

The study focuses on the 
Jerusalem metropolitan area 
extending from Ramallah to 
Hebron (and including Jericho) 
and encompassing 197 rural 
settlements. While the population 
on tiie West Bank as a whole 
increa^ by 24 per cent between 
1967 and 1982, thegrowth in East 
Jerusalem and its immediate 
viemity was three times higher. 
This growth, whidi more than 
kept pace wifo the rapid growth of 
the Jewish population of 
Jerusalem, was in part a result of 
the economic opportunities 
offered by that very Jewish sector, 
and in part financ^ inducements 
offered ^ Jordan and the FLO.

MOST governments in Western 
Euiope'have yet to realise how 
rapidly President Reagan's 
nimbus has paled in his own 
country in the past few weeks. 

President’s political 
authority may have taken a 
nimble, l»it every crisis has its* 
silver Ikuog of oi^itunity. 

How , else is the dedine m 
American leadersh^ to be offset 
than by readiness on £im>pe*s 
part to embark on imtiatives^ of 
its 01 ^ in the pursuit (Apolitical 
progress for the West? 

Ronald Reagan may ^reod two 
more years in tte >^ite House 
but he will no longer be d>le to 
rule whfa the relaxed, winsome 
confidence that has been the past 
hallmark of his presidency. 

The w^ued of Washington, 
defying the eqrerts witii a sure 
instinct and ear for w(:dause to 
puli political successes uu raU)hs 
oat<^ahat,I^ forfeited his magic 
powers in the mess of the Iran 
arms deaL 

Hie wfll never ftzlly regain it no 
matter resurrection. Even now he 
might conceivably brush tiie 
setoadc aside with a boyitii 
gesture of the head and a winsome 
smile, suggesting to himself and 
the world at large that eveiytiiing 
is back in order. 

But it probably isn't. A 
*vngmatic politician can iron out 
I fay means of sensible

Yet even people vriio have 
rejected President Reagan's 
policy in the past can have no 
cause for pleasure at his 
discomfiture.

The meetD^ between Fbreiga 
Ministers Shultz and 
Sbevaidnadze m Vrenna at the 
begnmmg of November ended on 
a note of <&cord and the meeti ng 


of US. and Soviet eiq>ez1s early 
December made no headway 
either. 

The two rides' positions have, 
on the contrary, grown more 
unyieldxng. 

m Moscow the knot sealing Mr. 
GorbachqY's Reykjavik p^age 
(no agreement on the scrapping of 
ofiensive missfles until America 
agrees to limit its SDl 
programme) is tied more tightly 
by tire- day, while Washington, 
strqngjy backed by European 
politicians and mjlitajty men, is 
buty abandoning posnioas that 
were hailed in Icelmd as a major 
success. 

. The U.S. government is 
increasmgly setting aside the 
ABM treaty, vriiich bans the 
devek^ment and testing of ABM 
systems in outer space. 

The opportunity of a major 
(breakthrough in Reykjavik has 
been missed. There is now an 
added risk of tbe vestiges of 
common viewpoints being 
trodden under foot in the hawks’ 
hue and cry. 

The ot^ risk lies not in 
East-West ties but in economic 
relations between America and 
Western Europe, with 
protectionisis gaining ground in 
the November mid-term 
ooogressiona] elections. 

Secretary of State Shultz had 
already seen “wammg s^ns of 
isolationism" in the Ihiited States, 
tncluding calls, growing louder Ity 
tiie day, for piotectboism wfaiefa, 
he said, “vrould merely trigg^ 
retaliation tty-our trading partners 
and do America strategic, political 
and economic dama^." 

America's 1986 trade deficit is 
e^rected to amountto aboutS140 
billion, while the combined 
surplus of ttie Federal Republic of 
Gmmany mid Jqian wilf amount 
to S12S bfifion. 

So it is haidfy surprising that 
America is tempted to solve its 
economic straits by batteunig 
down tiie hatdies and stemming 
tiie tide of competition from 
abroad.
